About four months previeus to her
death she sustained an injury to her
hip from a fall. Her general health
up to that time had been good, and
until the’ end her mind was bright
and clear. She has left her children
a rich legancy in her Godly life, her
implicit trust in him and a full as-
surance of his Kkeeping and saving
power,

Her whole life was made up of good
deeds and vruly it ean be giid of her
“she hath done what she could.”
Her Lord took her gpirit to be with
him on Scpt, 4, 1922, and the day
follewing her bedy was laid to res!
in the Lyneh family buring ground in
the presence of a large concourse of
